DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the faxed response filed 04/23/04. Applicant was 
called in order to expedite the prosecution on this case, and the examiner is grateful for 
receipt of the faxed response so that another non responsive mailing could be avoided. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, claims 29-35 in Paper No. 
04232004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that each of the groups 
has a common point of novelty, and does not present an undue burden on this office in 
terms of a search. This is not found persuasive because while some areas may be 
coextensive, a full search of each group requires addition areas which are not. For 
example, the purification method would also require searches not reuired in the other 
methods. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 23-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper 
No. 04232004. 
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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a surface protein, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for any molecule. The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The specification appears to 
indicate that the targeted molecule is a protein, and further is usually part of a fusion 
protein. The Markush Group should further indicate that the target selected is on the 
surface of microorganism, cell, tissue or organ. Clarification and correction are 
requested. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 29-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 29-35 are indefinite in that they do not particularly point out how the 
complex is administered. Clarification is requested. 
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Claim 30 is indefinite in that the terms "molecule", and "other microorganism and 
another surface that is capable of binding specifically to said complex" fails to 
particularly point out the metes and bounds of the Markush Group. Correction is 
requested. 

Claims 33, 34 and 35 recite the limitation "said protein" in claim 32. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Since claim 32 more 
specifically recites a "cell surface antigen", both claims should specifically refer to this 
type of protein or be amended to depend upon claim 31 instead. 

Goldenberg is cited for its disclosure of tumor therapy using labeled antibodies.
